The  15n  eastern  outfall  from  the  Buddie  mouth  to  its  discharge 
at  Broad  Ledge,  deals  with  the  major  loading  of  the  town’s  discharge 
of  sewage.  This  outfall  is  on  a  very  flat  gradient  and  shows  signs 
of  incrustation  and  should  be  scraped  at  an  early  date. 

The  Council  in  December,  approved  the  plan  and  th£  proposals  of 
the  JUminster  r,d.C,  regarding  the  proposed  site  for  sewerage  works 
to  deal  with  the.Uplyme  sewage  within  the  Borough  area. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1,280  bins  are  oolleoted  once  weekly  of  household  and  trade  refuse, 
and  in  the  summer  season,  additional  ool lections  are  made  in  the 
business  areas  of  the  town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a 
tip  on  the  cliffs  east  of  the  town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily* 
Gullies  on  the  Borough  Roads  are  cleared  by  the  Counoil,  while  those 
on  the  County  main  roads  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council* a  gully 
oleansing  machine.  Litter  bins  and  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of 
the  town,  Marine  Parade,  Bathing  Station,  and  Monmouth  Beach,

out  during  the  year.

Rodent  Control. 

There  is  no.  Rodent  Control  in  the  Borough,  but  the  Council's 
staff  periodically  treat  the  drains,  sewers,  and  refuse  tip,  and  give 
advice  as  required.  After  considering  a  Report  from  their  delegates 
who  attended  a  meeting  of  the  four  West  Dorset  Authorities  called  to 
consider  a  Joint  Scheme  for  Rodent  Control,  in  January,  the  Counoil 
decided,  sub j eel;  to  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  to  employ  a 
private  servicing  firm  to  work  the  control  system,  but  the  Ministry 
refused  consent.  In  December, the  Counoil  agreed  to  appoint  the 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  as  nominal  head  for  Rodent  Control, 
and  that  he  be  authorised  to  engage  men  from  time  to  time  as  neoessary.

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  two  oamping  sites  eaoh  of  ji  acres  and  5  acres  in  area 
respectively,  situated  on  the  hill  to  the  north  of  the  town.  The  larger 
ohe  with  120  caravan  or  tent  sites  for  the  summer  season,  and  winter 
storage  for  75  caravans  on  the  site, is  well  equipped  with  water  points, 
tarred  footpaths,  efficient  and  ample  water  borne  lavatory  accommodation, 
and  washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  in  well  constructed  premises, 
The  smaller  site, with  40  caravan  or  tent  sites  and  no  winter  storage,  has 
one  water  point,  and  Els an  lavatory  accommodation  dealt  with  by  emptying 
into  pits  on  the  site  by  the  owner.  Refuse  bins  on  both  sites  are 

collected  and  cleared  by  the  Council,  On  the  Monmouth  Beach  owned  by

the  Council,  there  exists  a  collection  of  day  huts,  caravans,  and 
cnalets,  for  occupation  during  the  summer  season.  Water  is  supplied 
by  a  number  of  standpipes  at  various  points.  During  the  vear  the 
Council  installed  28  residential  chalets  for  seasonal  letting,  and  these 
are  equipped. with  electric  lighting  and  cooking,  trapped  sinks,  water 
supply,  food  storage  cupboards,  and  drainage  connected  to  the  public

Although  the  Council  and  others  have  erected  or  provided  141 
houses  since  the  war,  there  still  remains  a  waiting  list  of 
approximately  100  families.  There  must  be  in  Lyme  Regis,  many  houses 
that  are  either  overcrowded,  sub-standard,  or  totally  unfit  for 
habitation,  and  until  a  comprehensive  survey  is  made,  there  can  be  no 
idea  of  the  numbers  in-vClved.  Even  if  this  survey  was  undertaken, 
and  it  would  require  the  services  of  a  full-time  housing  inspector 
employed  temporarily  for  the  specific  purpose >  in  these  times  of 
re-housing  difficulties,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  demolish  houses 
unfit  for  habitation  and  which  could  not  be  rendered  fit  at  reasonable 
cost,  while  there  are  no  new  houses  to  accommodate  the  tenants  who 
would  be  displaced.  On  the  other  hand,  such  a  survey  would  provide 

a  most  useful  guide  when  the  Council  is  planning  its  future  housing

Oounoil  to  carry  out  its  statutory  duties  as  laid  down  in  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts,  more  efficiently. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  Measles  in  June  when  47  oases  were 
notified,  the  majority  of  these  occurring  in  the  5-10  age  group. 
Influenza  was  prevalent  amoung  a  large  section  of  the  community  during 
J  anuary. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  Head  Teachers,  the 
School  Nurse,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  the  control 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  following  cases  were  notified  from  the 
schools  -  Influenza  44»  Colds  3>  Chicken  Pox  1,  Jaundice  7>  Measles  2, 

Diphtheria.  Immunls.ati.on  and  Vaccination., 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  When  not 
performed  by  the  child’s  own  Doctor,  immunisation  is  given  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre.  The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  children 
and  others  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated  during  the  year.
